I'm not sure what the HC10 is, but I had the same problem in 
my HQ180. There are very few oscillators that won't pull 
when you change operating bias of the oscillator tube. Since 
changing bias (AGC) causes transconductance of the 6BE6 tube 
to change, the LF oscillator would pull. This made strong 
Signals "chirp" or FM slightly when the AGC was on. 


Regulation did not cure my problem. I had the 6BE6 regulated 
to within .5 volts on anode and screen with no help. 


I removed the AGC.
